A pathetic document has been published by some of the newspip rs thie week 
[t is a letter of resignation written by a Roman Catholiv Priest, Father Matthews, 
of Bath, to the mem)>rs of his congregation. After long and anxious thought 
Mr. Matthews has cone to the conviction that the Jewish and Christian actip- 
tures, though possessing many ‘excellence, are fall of legendary and mytholo- 
gical etitements, and that they possess no claim to, and manifest no evidence of, 
Divine Inspiration ; that the Roman Catholic Church has no claim to be regarded 
asa divinely constituted authority ; that the Papacy is a haman institution, 
gravely compromised to error and superstition, and therefore injurious to the 
epiritual and temporal welfare of mankind ; that Jesus Christ, thougha holy man 
and an ardent reformer, was not the great God of the Universe, but the son of 
Joseph and Mary ; that neither demoniacal spirits, nor a place or state of everlast- 
ing torment have any existence in fact, but originate in ancient mythologies. 
Mr. Matthews, therefore, resigns his cure, but as he “ profoundly believes the 
pure theism of natural religion,” it is understood he intends seeking a Unitarian 
pulpit. It is not wonderful that in the revulsion from the impossible congeries 
of superstitions, which it was the daty of this perplexed soul to profess, he has 
discarded part of the nucleus of truth round which a mass of falsehood had 
grown. Ife has kept, however, the most precious truth of all, the belief in the 
existence and justice of the Deity, and will hereafter perhaps again acknowledge 
the substantial accuracy of those early Hebrew records which’ every day's 
research among the tombs and temples of Egypt and Mesopotamia confirma, It 
is impossible not to sympathize with such a sincere seeker after the eternal

THE PROPOSED AMALGAMATION OF JEWISH BOARDS OF GUARDIANS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JRWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin.—I was sorry to read in your Note of the Week that you, to some extent, 
attribute the failure of this project to the Devonsnire Square Board appearing to 
have omitted to sufficiently think out the quest ion before entering the Conference, 

As the prime mover in this matter, I feel it to be only just to remove any such 
impression from th» pablic mind. To have prepared in detail a scheme of amalga- 
tion was quite unnecessary, as the coalition which I desired was contained in the 
simple plan that the Bevis Marks Authorities should, by petitioning the Charity 
Commissioners, take steps so to enlarge the powers of their trusts as to make the 
fands held under them available in the first instance for their cases, and, the 

requirements thereof being satisfied, then for ours. 

I entirely concur with you that “had the question of amalgamation been discussed 
with a greater revard for broad principles, the upshot of the negotiations might have 
heen quite different,” but no inclination so todo # emed to pervade the delegates of the 
Bevis Marks Board, Directly, therefore, that I observed at the Conference the fixed 
determination that not asingle penny of the income of such trast funds should on any 
A wount be used on behalf of persons other than those indicated in these very old—and, 
| venture to think, now obsolete—trusta, intimated my willingness to accept, asa step 
in the right direction, the modified arrangement under which the trusts would be kept 
intact. but the work of the two Boards conducted on the most judicious principles 
from one centre.

When the Law had been revealed, it was made 
laty of every parent to teach his child religion: “And thou shalt teach 
them dligeutly thy children.” Part of this duty is generally transferred from the 
parent to the teacher, or theschool. I say-partof this duty, the duty in its entirety 
aun transferred, and by merely sending the child to the Religion Classes the 
lewish purent has not yet fulfilled the holy daty which is commanded in ths words 
And thon shalt teach them.” The greatest importance was always attaclied to 
public religious teaching —however various the forms and methods may have been, 
jue o the variety of circumstances, that necessitated to give prominence to the one 
‘the other element of the religious structure. It is :elated in the Midrash that 
when their political independence had been lost, and the Jews hid even been deprived 
{ their religious ceatre, Jerusalem, they remained in possession of another strong- 
boll, which the enemy was unable to conquer. It was Bethar, * the house of 
varching, the house of the study of the Law,” which was well defended by the 
pomeroas teachers and pupils that flocked together in order to teach and kara 
the word of the Lord..

Their greater wealth and importance», the large 
estates which were left for charitable objects, made it difficalt for the allminis - 
trators of Sephardic charities to abstain. from exercising a pauperising 
influence on their clients, Fortunately all this has died away amongst them, 
at least very little of the old leaven is left. Both Ashkenazim and 
Sephard m take the more medera view of Jewish charity ant do all in their 
power to help the poor to help themselves, 


It seems worth while pointing out that in principle the modern view is 
the ancient view. Not to mention the care taken in the Bible that the means 
of livelihood should never bs taken away from the poor, the expreas exhorta- 
tions of the Talmul are directed immediately to the sam» end, In lepeadonce 
is a marked aim inculcated by the Talmudic teachers, Better bs a scavenger 
than dependent on others is the tone in which the Rubbis—themselves 
often hardworking artisans—-address their fellow.Jews, The “dole” system 
is rather the legacy of the Middle Ages and is perhaps in som» degree a 
Chukath Hagoyim. 


The remarkable hospitality of medieval times often included a special 
“alms-dish ” attached to each guild, and during his Wenderjshre a journey- 
man tailor or shoemaker could depend on fialing asmall sum at every town 
he visited which had a tailors’ or shoemakers’ guild,’as the case might pe. 
In those days Jews formed, as it were, a special gaild and they had their 
“poor box” and “ poor dish” in a manne: somewhat similar to the guilds, 
There can be no doubt that the practice had its salutary side in encouraging 
young Jews to extend their experience by travelling. Bat as travel ceased 
the poor-dish was app'ied to the stay-at-home poor, and its evil effects have 
lasted down to the present day, when Jews, notwithstanding the riches of a 
few of their members, are, taken as a body, the poorest of the nations, The 
more reason why the greatest efforts shou'd be made to counterbalance these 
evil effects, It would be well if by any means these efforts should be united 
ones, made by one body on behalf of the whole community, aud towards this 
union some steps have alrealy been made by the recognition of the true and, 
as we have seen, the earliest method of Jewish charity,

Mr. Finsong, the officer of the Society for Rescue and Prevention, was inter- 
viewed, and gave details of his work. 

It was resolved to resume the Sermons to the Foreign Poor at the Great Syna- 
gogue after the ensuing holidays.’ 

The Committee were asked to suggest houses in the country where poor Jewish 
children could be boarded in connection with “ The Children’s Country Holiday 
Fund.” The Secretary of the Fund had written to the Delegate Chief Rabbi stating 
that he was desirous of obtaining accommodation for about 400 Jewish children, and 
it was very difficult to get places for them where the dietary lawa could be observed

JEWS’ HOSPITAL AND ORPHAN ASYLUM. 


On Sunday last a general court of the governors and subscribers of the Jews’ 


Hospital and Orphan Asylom was held at the iostitution, at West Norwood, for the 
purpose of electing twelve boys and six girls as inmates, The general court was 
followed by a dis'ribution of prizes to the children, Dr. Heary Behrend, the Pre- 
sident occupied the chair, and »mongst those presont were : the Reve. [. Samuel and

The happy and healthy faces of the children were notice! by many of the vi-i- 
tors. During the efternoon the girls went through theirdril!, whiletin the grounds 
at the back of the institution the boys were ¢ mpetiog in the final ties in gymnastic 
and athletic comyp sLilions, In a jump ng competition, one little fe low, agod four- 
teen years, cleared twelve feet four inches. In one of the class-rooms were display ed 
specimens of the b vs handi raft. which it woald he n> ex urgeratio 1to would 
have been creditable to those twice the args of the little workmen.

In a interval during the ballot the Chiirman, in movi , a Vote of condolence 
to Mrs. Barnett Meyers, said that when in thie course of y: ars visitors to the insti- 
tution observed the eplendid grounds in which it stood, its little walks and gardens, 
it would never be forgotten that it was by the private munificence of the late 
Barnett Mey rs that the tnetitution was so fortunate. It was, however, not se 
much for his monet ary heme factions that he would be remembered by his colleavues 
ws for the great attention and love which he displayel in the affairs of the insti- 
tution, Ile was one of the most regular attendants at all the Committees, and he 
was beloved by the children, in many of whom he took a deep porsonal interest. 

The vote of condolence was seconied hy Mr. M. Beddington, and. carried 
nnanimous!ly io the following terms: “That this General Court do place upon 
record the expression of their profound regret at thedeath of Mr. Buraett Meyers, 
one of the Vice-Preaide ta. atul @ my y their sineere eoad ilenee to M ra.

No if] alta h ul followed from the mimiasion of porters to 
the meetings of the Yehidim ; and he was therefore justified in elaiming that 
good wonld result to the congreyation if a similar course were adopted with regard 
to! meetings of the Elders. 

Mr. Josuva M. Luvy seconded tho motion,- and speaking in its support ata 
later stage of the proceedings, he said that the Yehidim had nothing tocomplain of in 
the manner in which the press reported their proceedings. He thought it would be 
much better if an impartial gentleman representing the press should be present at 
the meetings of Elders to give an unbiassed account than thit a partisan member of 
the Board should. write a one-sided report and communicate it to the-world throuch 
the courtesy of the Editor of the Jewwh. Chronicle. Mr. Levy ex plained the small 
attendance of Yehidim at their own meetings to be due to the proceedings gen rally 
being colourless, and he concluded by quoting from a letter writen to him by Mr. J. 
Sebag Montefiore, the Chairman of the Board of Elders, who e#tated that he was 
entirely in-favour of admitting reporters to the meetings of the Elders.

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PROF, KAUFMANN ON THE JEWS IN VIENNA IN THE 
SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. 
Die letate Vertreibung der Juden aua Wien und Niedcristerreich, ihre Vorgeschichte 

(1625—1670) wnd ihre Opfer, con Professor Dr, DAVID KAUPMANN, (Buia Pesth,

The 17th century is not one of the most glorious in the annals of the German 
Jews. The great events which were de:tined to leave a mark in the history of Judaism 
were played eleewhere : in Poland, where the Jews had to anjergo the sufferings 
of a new craside led by the first Panslavist Chmielnicky ; in Holland, where Sp'noza 
was promulgating a new philosophy t» the world; in Turkey, where Sabbathat 
Zevi was playing the Messiah, and was receiving deputations from many commnu- 
nities hailing him as their redeemer, O foolish, undivine commedia !; and in 
Ergland, where the Jarge-hearted R. Manarsch ben Israel was negotiating with the 
Lord Protector about the return of bis brethren to this country. 

In Germary, however, as well os in Austria, it looks as if everything had come 
toa etand-till. Pettiness is the character of the time. The thi:ty years’ war 
exhausted the cne'gics of the urholy citizens of the Holy Roman Empire to such a 

degree that they wire even impotent in their prorecutions of the Jews. The poor 
wretebes when they wanted “to recreate themselves,” bad t» be satisfied with such 
trifles as distroyivg a synagogue, emashing the windows of the houses belonging to 
Jews, slapping their faces, pulling their beards, an] murdering a Jew bere and there. 
Hut to inaugurate such “ Jesuitically beautifal spectacles” as a real auto da fe, with 
chanting prieete, howling monks, a shouting mob, a“ fainting infanta,” and dozens 
of rcasted Jews—euch edifying spectacles were denied to the children of Teut 
The condition of the Jews in Germany has also something petty about it. They 
enjoyed “ neither the peace of the wicked nor were they efflicted with the sufferings 
of the rightious,”” They a ein the condition of perpetual martyrdom, but continuous 
vexation produces more misery than heroism, Their literary productions are also with 
the xception of the works of R. Lipman Heller and a few others, of an inf+rior rank- 
It wos just the century when the Minhag,or Habit, was the chief guide of men, and 
consequently there was very little demand for thougbt and scholarship. When 
the well-known author of the Vachlath Shibah wanted to abolish some Minhag 
which he thovght in collision with the Law, his friend, R. Chanoch, of Vienna, 
writes to him, “ I know the leaders cf the German Jews who live in the country 
better. They would prefer martyrdom to tranegrees ing a single Minbag, to that the 
Torah is almost put aside.’ (Ri sponses, $77.) 

But though the German Jews bad no opportunity of partaking in the great 
hirtorical events of the time, they hada history. And Dr, Kaufmann’s book shows 
ue that even this hi-tory is interesting enough and deserves more at ention than 
has becn hitherto paid to it. It is only Dr. Kaufmann’s vast learning, together 
with his intuitive gerius, that evablel bim to write this admirable treatise 
Hundreds of Jewich books are quoted in this work, and even their approbations 
(M2207) are made use of by our learned author. But besides the Hebrew sources 
Dr. Kaufmann also laid under contribution almost all the archives of Europe from 
which he could gather some information elucidating his subject. From the Record 
Office in this country he received most valoable information through the medium 
of Mr. Elkan Adler (p. 135, note 1) 

The most important event in the history of the Jews in the Holy Roman 
Ewpire in the 17th century is their exjulsion from Vienna in the year 1670.  Thig 
forms the main subject of the book, but Dr, Kaufmann with his well-known thorough. 
nese and completeness gives us in addition a most detailed account of the prelimi- 
nary history, nearly half a century before the great crisis. The story is the old one 
On one side the citizens whoconsidered the competition of the Jews “whose ancestors 
crucified the Saviour” as a very ungodly thing and therefore requiring their 
expulsion ; whilst the Emperor on the other hand thought that the sins of the Jews 
could be better atoned for by the heavy sums that the Jews bad to pay for their 
privileges. This struggle between the Emperor and his subjects went on as it 
seems for several generations. For a long time it was the formtr who gained hig 
point | And the Emperor Ferdinand LI, went even so far as to grant. to the Jews 
the privilege of erecting a synagogue and a achool and appointing “ Rabbis, teachers. 
readers, S&chulklopfers, 


and other necessary persons.” The only danger that 
threatened them under the reign of this Emperor was his intention of converting 
them to Christianity by compelling them to attend the sermons given by Christian 
preachers for the special benefit of the unbelievers. Such ex periments were made 
before, aod the “ ready-to-perish Hebrews having resisted fire atid sword proved 
etill Jess accessible to arguments and persuasion. Alas, what unbeliever was ever 
converted by a sermon? The only thing that the “ stiff-necked ” could not resist was 
probably sleep, and they had their nap when the great my steries were expounded 
to them. Special officers, with long canes in their hands, were appointed to stir 
up the Jews whom the proceedings may have bored, 

The Jews of Vienna, however, escaped the cane for the troubles of the war 
prevented the Emperor from realising his pious wish, and the heretics were thus 
allowed to take their doze at home, 

To be sure there was no need for the Christian authorities to trouble themselves 
with the spiritual welfare of the Jewish community. For, as Dr. Kaufmann ego 
ably proves, Vienua was during this period that the learned Professor deals with 
“acity fullof wise men and scholars.”

She came ws 
Spain, the classical ground of persecution, and was more fit fur an abba 
thanaqueen. If we add toit that the Emperor was educate! by the disciples f 
Loyola, who were alezo his father confessors, one cannot wonder that Leopold at ai 
gave way to the petitions of his godly subjects, and the Jews had to leave the City. 
The death of the Crowa Prince and the fire in the Hofburg (1668) were also put to the 
account of the Jews. Who else could be made responsible for sach heavy misfor. 
tunes but the sinful Jews, and who else could be better elected to atone the wrath of 
the god of love or rather the god of the Jesuits than the sinners themselves! 

Dr. Kaufmann follows the exiles into their new homes in Bohemia, Morary 
Poland, &c., hut we cannot accompany him on these excursions which will lead uate 
far. But we might conveniently say a few words about another book by onranthor 
the contents of which may be regarded as a continuation of the book which was the 
subject of our preceding remarks. We mean his treatise “ R. Samson Wertheimer. 
a man who belonged to the few Jewish families who were allowed to settle in Viens 
soon after the expulsion in order to extricate his Catholic Majesty from his financi! 
perplexities. The families were the founders of the new Jewish commanity in the 
Austrian capital, We must also remark that this treatise which appeared last year is 
only the first instalment of a history of Jewish families which Dr. Kyfman 
hopes to publish some day. 

What we mst first-admire in this production is the discretion which the write 
showa in s: lection. It is only a few chozen families that have a right to be registered 
by posterity. But Wertheimer, as Dr. Kaufmann shows, was ove of the select, Already 
his description as Obcrhoffacter and Landesrabbiner is striking. What astrangeom- 
bination, millionaire, statesman, and Rabbi; hardly conceivable in our days when 
worldly and spiritual goods are so seldom united in one person, yet these varionsdaties 
did by no means collide with oneanother. Wertheimer was a true patriot and aderoted 
servantof his three masters, all of them Austrian Emperors whom he served sue 
sively. Dr. Kaufmann, by his admirable acquaintance with the bistory of Anstra us 
well as the MS. records of that country, enables us to gain some idea of the difieuus 
the Rabbi had to meet in maintaining the credit of his master. Ose has only to think 
that he he had to supply with provisions the armies which were led by Prince 
Eugene. We must refer the reader to the book itself if he wishes t> foilow va 
army contractor t> the Austrian battle fields in the first de ale of the 18th centery 
But it is worth remarking that Wertheimer’s devotion to the interests of the Empic 
extendei also to the personality of the Emperor, and when his second maste?, 
Joseph I., fell ill, he distributed thousands of gulden among the poor, and even ' 
cloisters he sent money, that they might pray for the recovery of the Emperor. 

But he never boasts of his high position. He surely seems to have valued his echo 
larly acquirements more than all the honours bestowed on him by the court. ne 
posthumous writings which Dr. Kaufmann exanined there is nota single reference 0 
his relations to the “great of this world.’ ‘“‘ His memoirs are—sermons * (48) whied 
he gave in his own synagogue, trying to elevate and edify his brethren of a we 
social position. But it is not by word alone that he was useful to his protante 
All his treasures and influence we:e employed for their bevefit.

LIVERPOOL. 

In their Thirteenth Annual Report, which has jast been issued, the Liverpool 
Jewish Board of Guardians state that tse condition of the Jewish poor during the 
past year has shown signs of considerable improvement. The reaction from the 
commerce al depression of recent years, which has beea fairly geaeral throughout 


_the country, has favourably alfect-d the trades in which the Jewish poor are 


employed, and the result is shown ia the fact that the number of recip ents during 
the past year was smaller than in any year since 1833-81, while the amount of 
eharity dispensed was the lowest in the last seven years. There has been a cecline 
of more than £200 in the charitable expen titare of the Board (£704) as compare t 
with that of the previous year ; but while this fact alfords gratifying evideace of 
the decrease of poverty, this result is partially due to theextreme vigilance and care 
which the Board exercises in the disposal of its fands. ‘The number of cases relieved 
during the past year, as compar.d with the three previous years, was 222, being 6k 
less than in 1887-1888. An analysis of the cases for the past year yields tae satis- 
factory result that this large decrease i+ confined entirely to casuals and new 
arrivals, The number of resident poor (i., those who have lived in Liverpool for 


-more than a year) who have been assisted wa: about the tame as in the previous 


year; but the numb-r of recipients.classed as casuals and new cases fell from 218 
to 153, A complete answer is thus farnished to the allegation sometimes made to 
tne effect that foreiga paupers are to a considerable extent attracted to Kagland 
by the fact of the existence of Jewish Boards of Guardians, The recipients were 
distributed among 31 different trades and avocationsa, the largest quota being fur- 
nished, as usual, by the precarious occupations of glaziog and hawking, As regards 
several trades there has been a marked decreass in the number of applicants, 
notably in the case of the tailoring trade, which has much improved of late ia the 
city. In the matter of Passover relief the responsibilities of the Board were 
seriously increased during the past year. In previous years the cost of the motzas 
distributed among the poor was defrayed by the two Hebrew congregations con- 
jointly, bat at the commencement of last year the Old Hebrew congregation decided 
to discontinue its contribution, in addition to withdrawing its annual grant of £100 
towards the general funcs of the Board. In these circumstances the New Hebrew 
Congregation has not only continued its annual vote of £20 towards the general 
fund, but has also granted its usual contribution of £10 towards the Passover 
account. Theamount of mo zas distributed was 2,000lbs,; the amouat of meal 
225lbs, The advantages afforded by the Loan Department have been fairly utilised, 
15 loans having been granted last year, as against nine in 1887-88. The repaym mts 
especially show a marked improvement. The Board acknowledges with eatisfaction 
the receipt of £129 8s. 1d. through the metium of the Poor Boxes. The financial 
condition of the charity continues to cause the gravest anxiety to the members of 
the Board, So far from manifesting sigus of im >rovemeat, the income of the 
institution grows woree from year to year.
